In the proposed After Final amendment filed on 1 1/29/04, the changes in each of Claims 
10, 15 and 22, requires further consideration and search by the examiner. For example, the 
recitation that the data storage devices store "position data" (line 7 of Claim 10 with similar 
recitations in each of Claim 15 and 22) now recites a more specific data type relative to the 
previously claimed "mounting member data", which now narrows the scope of the claims 
requiring further consideration by the examiner.
